A  treat  stream  w.th  the  May-fly  ou  is  a 
sight  to  see.  In  the  South  of  England  the 
trout  are  much  larger,  much  shyer,  and 
much  leas  nomei  on*  tliau  they  are  in  the 
North.  These  great  fat  Southern  trout  ora 
wonderfully  well  worth  catching.  They 
know  a  thing  or  two,  however,  and  it  is 
very  difficult  to  catch  tbam.  Often  have  I 
watched  very  large  oues  in  the  Lauea  be¬ 
tween  the  weeds  of  some  Hampshire 
stream.  As  each  fly  or  other  object  floats 
down  the  stream,  they  rise  leisurely  and  in* 
vpect  it ;  and  if  satisfied  of  its  huritilessnes.4, 
they  suck  it  in.  As  a  gcueral  rule,  the  or¬ 
dinary  method  of  by-fishing  with  wet  flies 
is  of  no  avail.  A  dry  fly  must  be  used.
